We, the undersigned group,
are sincerely interested not only
in the munjcipal bus lines, but
also in the progress of the city
of Torrance.

In a recent issue of your pa-
per there appeared a one-page
advertisement pertaining to the
municipal bus lines. Thisg article

was contributed by a group
known as the “public spirited
citizens” supported by Mr.

James Lynch, president of the
Chamber of Commerce, Leslie
H. Magor, general, manager of
the Longren Aircraft Co., for-
mer vice president of White
Motor Co., Jack Miller, former
owner of the Miller trucking
lines, Charles Kgors, formerly of
an oil trucking concern, and a
few more transportation experts,
The article points out that the]
municipal bus lines are in a crit-
ical condition.

After digesting the article we
find that the Torrance Munici-
pal Bus Lines were showing a
substantial profit ip the audit of
1943-1944 evep though an ex-
pense was incurred of $1,451.24
for. a transportation engineer
hired on Apr. 26, 1944, to take
pver complete charge of the bus
lines, including the mechanical
repairs.

Taking the matter under con-
sideration we, from a standpoint
of reasoning, arrive at the fol-
lowing questions: Has the Tor:
rance Municipal Bus Line been
properly and efficiently managed
during the recent months when
(1) six new Crqown. coach buses
with inferior motor power were
ordered and no meption of "a
delivery date stipulated in the
order? (2) When the city me-
chanic foreman, Herman Pickett,
was qrdered not to make any
major repairs on the buses but

‘keep them limping along as hest

he could? (3) When the recom-
mendations .- of the safety engi-
neer for increased efficiency and
safety were disregarded?
